Asparagus  remains  a  Fair  Buy, 
I-Ieat 

Demand  for  moat  in  the  San  Francisco  T^Iiolesalc  market  has  been  fair  to  ^ood 
the  past  Y;ook,    Light'.Teight  beef  and  lamb.  Good  calf  carcasses,  and  oojr  beef  have 
been  in  light  supply,  but  there  has  been  a  plentiful  supply  of  Utility  grade  veal 
and  mid-^;'osto_rri  pork  loins,    Uhilo  there  has  been  a  vrido  assortment  of  steer  beef 
most  of  it  has  been  of  top -Commercial  and  Good  grades,  T/ith  Commercial  and 
Utility-  grades  scllong  Ol«00  to  02,00  higher  per  hundredvrcight.    Prices  have  also 
advanced  5l,00  to  v2,00  per  hundredvj-eight  on  Commercial  grade  veal  and  on  all 
grades  of  calf  carcasses,    Erra  mutton,  pork  loiiis,  and  smoked  liams  have  all 
dropped  sv2,  00  per  hundred-ucight. 
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Butter  — 

Plentiful  supplies  of  top  grades  of  butter  have  dropped  1-cent  per  pound 
in  the  San  Francisco  vrholesale  market  fron  a  -vTeek  ago,  viiiile  loTr:er  grades  in 
scarcer  supply  have  advanced  l-<5ent  per  pound.  Quotations  to  retailers  are! 
Grades  A5iLi(lst  Qualitj^),  67«-l/2  to  70  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb, 
prints;  Grade  3(2nd  Qualit;y)>  67  to  68  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb« 
prints,  T^estem  butter  production  is  still  exceeding  last  yearns  output  at 
this  tiir.e  »—  about  12  percent. 

Errs 

Eggs  continue  in  plentiful  supply,  vrith  local  receipts  approximately  20 
percent  above  last  year.    Surplus  stocks  are  moving  into  storage.    In  the 
San  Francisco  yjholesale  market,  prices  are  unchanged  fron  a  Treek  ago,  rrlth 
Grade  "A"  Large  quoted  to  retailers  at  42  to  43  cents  per  dozen  in  cartonsj 
Grade  "A"  Llodi-'jms  at  40  to  41  cents;  and  Grade  "A"  Smalls  at  32  to  34  cents  per 
dozen  in  cartons. 

Poultry 

Although  demand  for  dressed  poultir,''  has  been  only  nodorato  the  past  Trcok, 
prices  arc  nostly  on  an  upvrard  trend,  because  supplies  of  live  classes  have  been 
short  of  demand  and  dealers  have  been  competing  for  supplies.    On  dressed  vroights, 
broilers  arc  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  higher  than  a  iTcck  o.go;  fryers  and  roasters 
arc  up  1-ccnt  per  pound;  all  vrcights  of  Leghorn  hens  arc  2  cents  per  pound 
higher;  and  old  roosters  are  selling  1-ccnt  per  pound  higher.     Colored  hens  are 
an  exception  and  have  held  unchanged  in  price,
